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College Costs Climb 
Over The Years 


The individual who came out of college 25 
years ago and now has a young 
un headed for 
the ivied halls, is no doubt impressed — maybe 
staggered — by how much more college costs than 
it did in his day. 
Allowance must be made for a shrunken dol­ 
lar and for a cost of living about half again as 
high, but there is no denying it — college today 
costs a lot of money. S carcely a school comes to 
less than twice as much as 25 years ago, and some 
schools cost three times as much 
Leafing through “American Colleges and Uni­ 
versities.” published by the American Council on 
Education in 
1928. one sees surprising figures. 
Total expense for a year at top-drawer women s 
colleges 
ranged 
from 
$770 
to 
$1,270 
Today0 
Studies indicate no less than $2,000 to $2,300 yearly 
is needed 
Private women s schools are 
in 
about 
the 
highest cost bracket, and private men s schools 
aren t far behind Tine leading school with a $625* 
$775 price range in 1928. now will take $1,850 up. 
The state university or college, traditionally 
easier on the family budget, can easily wipe out 
a family nest-egg. Although their total costs are 
still among the lowest, increases have been sharp­ 
est—often accounted for by stiff new tuition fees 
for state residents and even stiffer ones for out-of- 
state students. 
Education doesn't come cheap, but it need not 
always cost as much as parents fear 
It has been 
estimated that almost two-thirds of the nation 
lives within commuting distance of a college, in 
areas the U. S. Census Bureau classifies as metro­ 
politan 
If a student lives within commuting dis­ 
tance of a college it mav not be much more expen­ 
sive than attending high school 
And most areas 
are supplied with colleges which never turn away 
able students.
